McCrorj's t'i\o and Ten Cent store at 
North Plttsburg and Apple, streets sud- 
denly became a fiery furnace at 10 
o'clock today when a gas 
explosion 


wrecked Ihe building, the flames which 
followed communlcatingr to adjoining 
structures. ThreeVoung women clerks 
are missing, two clerks and the assist- 
ant manager, and, a carpenter are in 
the hospital, dangerously burned and 
injured, while a dozen or more other 
employes are at their .homes suffering 
from injuries more or-less serioXis. By 
noon the flames were under control 
and the property loss had been placed 
at 575,000.

list of missing will be increased until 
the debris from the collapsed walls 
had been gone over

night to the National Tariff Commis- 
sion association by the New England 
delegation, explained that the public- 
ity clauses of the Longworth bill for 
a permanent tariff commission, which 
he subsequently had introduced lii the 
senate, were designed to get all the 
facts necessary for a consideration' of 
industrial costs and at the same time 
guard the interests furnishing those 
facts. 


Senator Lodge was Introduced by 


Curtis Guild, Jr., former governor of 
Massachusetts, who presided, as "the 
next senator from :Massac!uisetts" jnd 
there was an outburst of oheera. 


Mr. Guild prefaced his introduction 


with a plea for:"the exact truth" In 
the facts of tariff legislation, declaring 
that a tariff commission >"would show 
the way to the reduction of d-utlcs or 
the raising of duties or even the policy 
of leaving some duties alone." 


The speaker criticized the considera- 


tion of tariff legislation "schedule by 
schedule" as unnecessary, suggesting 
that "subject by subject" be substitut- 
ed. He stirred the gathering to en- 
thusiasm when he asserted that the 
principle of a tariff commission should 
be as advantageous to one section of 
the country as to another and 
that 


New England did not wish any special 
favors. 


Senator. Lodge' commented on the 


strength of. popular opinion behind the 
tariff commission 'movement. 


"If the work of the tariff 
commis- 


sion, he said. "Is to be of any value, 
It must have the opportunity to get 
as nearly as'cosslble Ihe real indus- 
trial costs. 
These car. 
be obtained 


through general, reports to 
congress, 


btit the commission must have the 
right to send for persons and papers 
ami get at actual conditions. 


"The clauses In th« Longworlh bill, 


I think, covering these points, are as 
fair as they can be made. 
Power Is 


given to ask Information. The commis- 
sioners would have the right to lay be- 
fore congress.the names of those re- 
fusing information, but the commission 
would not have to furnish tliem to any- 
one else. It will ho .getting nil infor- 
mation and nt the same time guard- 
ing it."

alleged mining schemes was arrested by the United States officials 'on the 
bharge of 'using the miiils for fraudulent purposes. It is claimed that the 


.Various companies of which this official was the head secured very largo 
sums by the sale of stock in mining companies, mostly from poor people. 'It 
is 'understood that an investigation of the various alleged 
mines 


exploited by this company proved them to be of Jittle or no value. The 


promoters published a paper in which they advertised these mining schemes 
as'guilt edged enterprises aud solicited investments, printing at the same 


time _very encouraging statements purporting to come from their various 
mines. Some of thorn weie gold"mines, and others copper or something else. 
^ "C This is merely a repetition of the old story of helling gold bricks to 
people who are anxious |of finding some way to get rich quickly. There are 
ti' "great inauy people ready to invest in alleged money-making enter])] ises 
that happen to he located far enough- away, to prevent the possibility of 
proper investigation. 
They -will p.ut their money iu bogus raining stocks; 


snd, other fraudulent schemes,'' but if asked to invest in a 'local industry that 
jays a reasonable dividend with the prospect of future success, they will 
jluhtly refuse. They will invest fheir money only where there is promise of 
ivg'e dividends. The bogus mining promoters knowing this weakness on the 
}ari of a great many people, ore always ready to satisfy them so far as 
promises are concerned.. Their attitude' towards the investors in . such 
eifsesTiecalls the methods ol a certain theatrical- manager -when asked to 
increase the pay of his employes.. He readily acquiesced in> their demand, 
'ioubling-the salaries in some cases, as it was all (he same to him whefher 
they gat thirty or sixty dollars a week, inasmuch as in either case he did

system.

'Hampshire and Vermont the 
reports 


are the same in one respect, namely 
that the'postal savings banks are ro 
'being patronized to any great exten 
by~the foreign population, the ver> 
class of depositors who were expected 
,-to open sayings'accounts. 


It is explained, however, that 
the 


,backwardness of the foreign-speaking 
.population—distrustful as a 
rule 
ol 


-banking institutions—is due almost 
entirely to the fact that the new sys- 
. tern .has not been sufficiently adver- 
^tised among the foreigners

In Rhode Island, the chief patrons of 


.the bank are the small shop keepers, 
.who^plan to invest their accumulated 
.savings In government bonds 


In all the New England states then! 


has been a considerable demand for 
the postal savings stamps which are 
bold at 10 cents each, ten stamps being 
^sufficient to open a deposit account. 


Accounts Opened 


The postal sa\ings bank at Norwood, 


^labs., has received 
the anticipated 


support, in the opinion of Postmaster 
Kales, although the foreigners are not 
among the heavy depositors. At thia 
bank a number of accounts have been 
opened by parents for their children 
and the sale of the 
postal 


stamps has reached sizable propor- 
tions.
